The Rev. Uooke Once More—He is Permittod
te Resign frem the Church—A Spirited
Pebnte,

The New York Methodlet Conference &Eul.)
convened vesterday in New York city. In the
course of the proceedings, the eleventh diseipli-
nary question, “‘Are all the preachers blameless
in life and conversation?” was called up, and
nnder this head the case ol the Rev. Horaco
Cooke was considered. The church was crowded
in anticipation of it. The feminine portion of
the congregation was unusually large, and the
most eager interest was manifested ns the nome
of the recreant pastor was called.

When Bishop Ames asked, in conformity with
ufage, was there anything to be ulleged against
bim, the Rev. H. F. Pease, as Lis Presiding
Elder, responded: —

In this ease, brethiren, which you all undor-
stand, I will simply say that Mr, Cooke has sent
me his parchments, with a letter requesting the
srivilege of withdrawing from the conference.

t has been our custom to allow ministers to
withdraw, and, as I belleve our only object is to
keep the Churchi pure, and not to punish men
for their sing, I move that he b2 permitted to
withdraw.

The Rev. Mr. Ross—I would ask the Presiding
Elder if he had not sufficient evidence to arrest
him, go that his withdrawal ehould be Impossi-
ble ¢ I object tothis case belng slurred over or
whitewashed.

The Rev. Dr. Pease—There was suflicient
opportunity to arrest Cooke and arraign him
before a committee; but It was 20 pear the sos-
sion of the conference, I had no disposition to

exerclse any ef the functlons of the ministry in |

the case. After tnking counsgel with men high
in the ministry, we concluded no good would
come of bringing the case before a commitiee,
which, at most, could only suspend the of-
tender; so 1 concladed to let it lle over to the
gesslon of conference.

The Rev. Mr. Ross—That answer is not satis-
factory, because you pronounce it a crime for
suspension.

'lliw Rev. Mr. Pease—I sald a committee of
inquiry could enly suspend.

The Rev. Mr. Bcudder—Is this a withdrawal
from the Church or the conference ?

The Rev. Mr. Pease replied that one was
equivalent to the other,

he Rev. Mr. Boole—This motion strikes me
unfavorably. I have a sympathy, a conscience;
and my conscience tells me it is not right. We
do not desire to punish men: nevertheless, there
is a prerogative that conference holds of expel-
ling & man who pleads guilty. The public are
looking anxiougly to know what the conference
will do in this case. Mr. Cooke, if he has made
admission of his guilt, is well worthy of expul-
sion. Allow him to withdraw, and the pablic
will never receive that decision. I believe he
ought to be expelled. I do not believe the con-
ference will be approved by public sentiment if
you pass this notice.

The Rev. Mr. Woodraffi—This has been to
Methodlsm the saddest trial of her life. We are
humbled in the dust. I think he ought to have
come to the bar of this house and said:—
“‘Brethren, if may call you brethren, I come
before you to acknowledge my error. Expel
me. Turn me out from among you." Itis not
for us to move that he be expelled; it is his to

«come and ask. But the Elder is right. Let the
reperters take down that we take notice of the
wru‘:dnwn.l only becanse we have no wish nor
desire to intlict

ains or penalties, but only to
¢lear the Churc

of all responsibility in this

thing.

'l‘ﬁse Rev. Mr. 8cndder—[ wlll vote for the
motion. But one thing perplexes me. When-
ever this man wants, he cau come to the same
church, or any other church, and be immedi-
ately admitted without coniession or contrition.
1 am afraid It may be dangerous, Brother Pease.
There 18 a great deal of the dramatle about this
whole affair. Ido not believe that putting on
mourning for the matter, according to the sug-
geetion of Brother Woodraff, is golng to make
us any better in the community. Such things
have happened since the time of Judas, Tt does
not shake my confidence in God or the Church
in the least.

The Rev. Mr. Mallory—If the brother wants
to withdraw, let him go peaceably., It a man
comes into mf houge without business, and I
desire him 1o leave and he does so, there is no
use in thrusting bim out forelbly, It makes n
tremendous breeze in the Church to kick a man
out.

The Rev. Mr. Kelsey—When this brother ap-
plies by his representative at the bar and asks
the privilege of withdrawing, e confesscs all
alliged agalnst bim to be true. Brother Scud-
der%ﬂ afrald to find him trying to enter the
Church again. I am not afrald of that; I hope
he will. (A volce—*''And get to Heaven.”) He
has eommitted s deep disgrace, and probably
irreparable damage to his reputation in this
wur‘d, but I hope he will be saved, that his soul
will be gaved, If I were a pastor and he in my
lnrildiction‘ I ehould be glad to see him come

ack humbling himself, We read In sacred

writings that even harlots ghall enter heaven,
and I hope this man will come back some time,
The v. Mr. Rosse—1 think there is some-

thing due to the Church. There has nol been
one word of reproof or condémnation of the
injury done to the Church, Allow him to with-
* draw, and he may put what interpretation he
likes upon the permission. I hope it will nol
be granted.
he Rev, Mr., Pease said it was customary
with some denominations In such cases to allow
the withdrawal, and direct the Sccretary to
enter a minute of the clrcumstances l;\mu the
official record, He thought this would meet
the exlgency of this case, We cannol censure,
sald be, we cannot expel & brother member ef
this conference without a trlal. And I see no
good to the Church or to the lnjured family by
holding one.

The Rev. Mr. Rocho—It may not be a question
whether expulsion 18 condign. It may be me-
rlted, but he eannot be expelled without being
tried. Are we prepared wow to try him? The
idea of whitewnshing is wormn out. The end in
view I8 not punishment of individual erime, but
the purity of the Churel. This is slmplg‘ i ques-
tion what the purlly of the Chureh demands,
May we not allow the person to withdraw? lu
concluslon, view the ¢ase from any standpoint,
it I8 not without embarrassinent. 1 have no
sheory to sccount for thls case, On the prin-
ciple of depravity, or of insanity, or of mental
imbecility, we are allke embarrassed. Bat we
cannot expel blm. I blush when I walk the
street. 1t ls not with us asin Rome, where they
excommunicate and anathematize. Though the
crime be of Ethioplan blackuoess, thovgh the
eriminal be a Iooguﬂ with all lis spots, if we
may spare his wife and family, my lmprossion

THE FRENCH CRISIS.

The New Senntus Consultum—The Chnnges
treponcd by L.

The following I8 the Senatusg Consulfum sub-
mitted by the Emperor's order to the French
Senate on the 28th of March, the action of the
Senate upon which, it is thought, will be com-
pleted before the pleblscitum is taken: —

Article 1. The Senate shares the legislative

ower with the Emperor and the legislative
sody, and possesses the right of initiating laws.
Nevertheless all bills for the taxation of the
country must be first voted by the Leglslutive

Body.

Artlele 2. The number of Benntors may be
raiged to two-thirds of the number of members
of the Legislative Body, without including the
Senators who hold their seats by right. The
Emperor cannot nominate more than twenty
Benators annually.

Article 3, The constituent power belonging to
the Senate by virtue of article 81 and article 52
of the Constitution of the 14thof Junuary, 1552,
ceases 1o exist.

Article 4. The gtipulations annexed to the
present Senatus Consullum, which are com-

riged In the plebiscila of the 14th and 21st of
december, 1851, and of the 2ist and 22d of No-
vember, 1852, or resulting therefrom, form the
Constitution of the empire.

Article 5. The counstitution can only be modi-
fled by the people on the proposition of the Km-
peror,

Article 8, Paragraph 2 of
articles 10, 26, 27, 28, 20, 30, 31,
11, 52, and 657 of the constitution, ns well as all
legislation contrary to the present Senalus Con-
sultum, are abrogated without prejudice to the
abrogation resuiting from the plebiscitum of the
21st and 22d of November, 1852, aud the Senatis
Consulia promulgated, mnotably that of the
8th of Beptember, 1504,

Article 7. Thote portions of the constitution
of the 14th of January, 1852, and of the Senalus
Consulla since promulgated, which are not
abrogated formally or by implication, or are not
reproduced in the appendix to article 4, will
have force of law,

The following are the principal articles of the
Constitution referred to above, all of them, ex-
cept the first sentence of article 25, belng abro-
gated by the new Seratus Consullum:—

Article 25. The Benate 18 the guardian of the
fundamental pact and of the public liberties,
No law can be promulgated without having
been first submicted to it.

Article 20.The Senate opposes the promulgation
wfirat, of laws which are contrary toor which in-
volve an attack on the Constitution, religion,
morality, freedom of worship, individual liberty,
the e:;u:ﬁily of citizens before the law, the In-
ﬂolabilll.{ of property, and the prineiple of the
Irremovabllity of the magistracy: second, laws
which might compromise the defensc of terri-
tory.

Article 27.

The Henate regulates’ by a
Senalus

Conswlluin—firet, the constitution
of the colonies and Algeria; second, all
that Las mot been provided for by
the constitution, and which is necessa
to its operation; third, the meaning of the arti-
cles of the constitution which give rise to dif-
ferent interpretations.

Article 29. The Senate maintains or annuls all
the acts which are referred to it by the govern-
ment as nunconstitutional, or are denounced for
the same reason by the petitions of citizens,

Article 80. The SBenate can, in a report ad-
dressed to the Emperor, lay down the basis of
projecis of law of great national interest.

Article 31, It can also propose modifications
in the constitution. If the proposition 18
adopted by the Executive, it Is enacted by o
Senatus Conswltum.

Article 85. In the cage of the ¢ o'ntionof
the Legislative Body, and until the new convaca
tion, the Senate, on the propositiot of tns Pre
gident of the republie, provides Ey measures of
umcucf' for all that is necessary to the carrying
on of the government.

The Pall Mall Gazelte of March 30 publishes
the following remarks on the subject:—

Inorder to appreciate the practieal conse-
quences of the modifications which have just
been made in the constitutlon of the Freonch
Senate, it is necessary 1o bear in mind the pecu-
liar position which that body has hitherto ocen-
Lwll:d in the system of the second cmpire, The

¢y to the constitution of 1852 ie to be found in
Leuis Napoleon's declaration that the soelal
fabric of France had been “‘regenerated by the
revolution of ‘8% and organized by the Em-
peror” (meaning, of eourse, his unele), and that
thi= organization was the one which hestsulted the
temper and conditions of the people. The re-
public was still in existence when this new
constitution was promulgated, the Institutions
of the empire, Including the Benate and the
Councll of State, Lelng first revived before the
empire itgelf was formally re-established. The
Sennte—so Louls Napoleon announced In the
proclamations of the 14th of January, 1852 —was
to be “‘no longer like the Chamber of Peers, the

Incrense of the Naval Forre.

Wasnixgros, April 12.—As the number of
men at present allowed by act of Congress in the
navy, 8500, is so small as not tomeet the require-
ments or interests of the naval service, Secretary
Robeson, in ndditlon to his annual report, has
addressed a lengthy communication to Congress
setting forth the requirements of the service and
the importance of more men, and earnestly
requests that the aect of June 17, 1568, may be
&0 amended as to anthorize fifteen hundred more
seamen, ordinary seamen; machinists, firemen,
coal beavers, and boys. The shipment of boys,
which is very esgentinl, hns now Lo be dispensed
with, thus eutting off a future supply of active
and trained seamen for the navy,
